— (A*) — Striking 
through soft, pre-dawn warmth, a 
tornado careened savagely across 
Albany Saturday, killing 23 or more, 
injuring nearly 500 and smashing 
property worth $5,000,000. 
Rumbling in. just after 4 a. m. 'like 
thousand freight trains,” the vic­ 
ious w’ind started its mile-long fur­ 
row among old homes four blocks 
southwest of the downtown area* 
smashing dozens of these residences, 
killing a young white woman and 
hurting scores. 
Then the storm boomed on into 
the business section centered sround 
the 37-year-old Dougherty county 
courthouse. Here it ripped roofs, 
battered window’s and doors by the 
hundreds and slicked away almost 
the entire top floor of a hoteL 
Negro Section Hit 
Finally, it dropped heavily into 
a negro residential section along 
the muddy Flint river and mowed 
a death-pocked path through flimsy 
houses before it movec on to 
north and east, leaving 
of destruction, roughly IS 
long and four wide. 
Only a handful of the 
15.000 population was in. 'the down­ 
town area when the storm struck. 
Twelve hours later a Saturday af­ 
ternoon crowd of thousands would 
have been in the wind’s 'path. 
Bodies recovered late Saturday 
afternoon included those of 16 neg­ 
roes, most of them killed in their 
homes near 'the river, .and. one white 
woman, Dora Belle Shiver, 32, crush­ 
ed in her home in Oglethorpe ave­ 
nue. 
City Manager C. Q. Wright said 
he understood three other white 
persons and another negro had been 
killed, .making a death list of 22, 
but he had been unable to verify 
this report late Saturday. 
A crew of more than 500 rescue 
workers cleared, narrow lanes for 
ambulances through debris-choked 
downtown streets and searched for 
possible additional victims in the 
wreckage. 
Hospital Swamped 
The city’s single, 50-bed hospital 
swiftly was swamped, by the first 
flood of injured and the high school 
gymnasium, the First Methodist 
Church, the city auditorium and 
a negro high school auditorium, were 
converted hastily into emergency 
hospitals. Saturday night about 200 
of the more seriously injured had 
been put into beds in these places, 
but only a few were reported criti­ 
cally injured. An estimated 300 
others received emergency 'treat­ 
ment in hospitals or homes for minor 
injuries. 
G C. Hamrick, income tax inspec­ 
tor for the internal, revenue bureau* 
figured property loss at about $5,- 
000,000.

Brief Interruption 
The Brownsville radio station was 
off the air only 18 minutes as a 
result of the accident. The station 
currently is using a 150-foot auxil­ 
iary antenna, about 20 feet off 
the ground, pending erection of a 
new one. 
The old steel antenna, a 180-foot 
shaft sticking up in the air, was 
snapped off at the 90-foot mark 
during the recent cold wave.

Friends Bring Food 
The man s friends bring him food 
and drink, and care for his com­ 
fort as best they can. 
The isola­ 
tion provides him with quiet and 
rest, which he needs. 
He does 
not have very long to stay, maybe 
a month, maybe six. His last days 
will be peaceful. 
Through the ef­ 
forts of the association, however, 
his last days here may be more 
restful and peaceful than if he 
were forced to die in the midst of 
an active, noisy family. 
The association thinks the trailer 
idea is going to prove successful 
and if it does the anti-tuberculosis 
group will probably build another 
such portable house.

The association would like to 
see other such trailers built for 
such victims of tuberculosis who 
are hopelessly ill, who have no 
place where they may retire to 
await the end in isolation, and 
who have no money to pay for such 
a, place. 
Ultimately the county and the 
association hope to have a fleet of 
the trailer ears in use. If they get 
enough of them they will almost 
take the place of a small sanitarium, 
and they will ultimately cut down 
the rate in Texas’ blackest county 
to something approaching the na­ 
tional. average.

rpH E HUISACHES were winners in 
the annual spring marathon this 
year, scoring an undisputed beat 
over their traditional rivals, the 
yuccas. 
Each January it’s a toss-up as 
to which blossoms will appear first 
—the Lw ny yellow balls on 'thorny 
huisache limbs or the huge spikes 
of ivory blooms on the Spanish 
dagger stalks. 
Ordinarily it’s difficult to decide 
which put in appearance first, as 
both native blossoms are noticeable 
shortly after the first of the year. 
Not so. In 1940. 
The yuccas still 
show no rosy pink buds in their 
bristling centers but hundreds of 
motorists speeding 
to 
and from 
Brownsville during Charro Days 
announced the arrival of spring 
after noting many of the huisaches 
along the roadside had blossomed. 
Now the flowers are abundant 
enough to attract the least observ­ 
ing. 
Citrus trees, which usually are 
in the race with native shrubs for 
first spring blooms, still show no 
signs of blossoming. 
But golden ragw ort flinging up 
yellow heads along the fence rows, 
are adding their bright color to the 
Vaialey landscape.

Many Aid In Search 
Corpse 


Atlanta Premier Of Epic Movie 
Most Colorful In A ll History 


BROWNSVILLE — The body of 
Sauros Gibbs, 35. drowned able sea­ 
man of the SS Texas Banker of 
the Newtex Line, continued Satur­ 
day to remain “a mystery of the 
deep.”

Hatch Act Cancels 


Political Aid 


WASHINGTON —<#)— Henry A 


Schweinhaut, head of the justic 
department'i civil liberties unit, lay 
it appears clear that federal worker 
coming under the Hatch Act may 
do no more at national politics 
conventions than attend as specta 
tors. 
The civil liberties unit has charg 


of enforcing the act, which restricts 
political activities of federal em 
ployees—excepting policy-makers. 


Paused Last August 


Passed last August, the Hatch law 


had the effect of extending 
t 


between 200,000 and 300,000 govern 
ment workers not in the classifiec 
service restrictions similar to thos 
already imposed on more than 600, 
0000 employes under civil service 


Recently, the civil service com 


mission circulated a pamphlet dis 
cussing both the civil service rule 
and the Hatch Act. This set ou 
that employes attending conven 
tions as spectators might not take 
any part in deliberations or pro 
ceedings "and must refrain from 
any public display of partisanship 
or obtrusive demonstration or inter 
ference." 


A civil service official said in 


formally that this would not pre 
vent classified employes from ap 
plauding, shouting, whistling or 
stamping their feet during exciting 
moments. 


However, a classified employe wil 


not be permitted to wear any kint 
of political badge or button, since 
this is regarded as violating the 
rule against public expression of 
opinion. 


Workers Classified 


Non-classified employes may wear 


badges, since the Hatch Act permits 
public expression of political views 
but may not march in parades or 
help to organize them. 


Informed persons said Saturday 


that the justice department had de- 
cided to discontinue advising indi- 
viduals whether their conduct came 
within the Hatch Act.
